It w ould b r ridiculous for our .State D ep artm en t to spend I 
all the required m oney, tittle and in erg y, and to invite further 
trouble w ith the Russian leaders, m erely to broadcast a mass of 
m m inforrnation which t m ild easily be disproved, 
T h e first broadcast (p rin te d in full iii tuesday*# N ew 'i ork 
Tim es), is not particularly im pressive. 
For one thing, it contained quite a few b orderline state
